Courtney, Tex., November 5.—It is now cer: 
tain that the assassin of D. Bolton, on the night 
of the election, was a negro named Polk Hill, 
who took to the woods immediately after his 
coward)y deed. Bolton was the son of County 
Commissioner Bolton, one of the wealthiest 
planters of Washington county. Young Bol- 
ton bad taken active part in the election, 
working against the republican ticket, and for 
this incurred the negros’ enmity. They ascer- 
tained that their local ticket was defeated and 
got together after the pollsclosed and deter- 
mined to attack Bolton. The negro Hill was 
selected for the job. He took a Winchester 
rifle and stationed himself whene he could get 
a good view of Bolton when he reached the 
polling precinct. 

Excitement over the assassination is at white 
heat, and several negro lyuching are immi« 
rent. The white settlers are profoundly 
moved, it being the first attack of the kind 
ever made by the colored voters on the whites 
in Wesbington county. Eight negroes were 
arrested yeeterday and carried to Brenhan, 
charged with being accessory to the murder of 
Bolton. Blood hounds were put on the track 
of the murderer yesterday, and a posse is fol-

When the first mutterings of war 
began to be heard, Colonel Biack wasamon 
the first to answer the summons that cail 
our mento arms. He joined the Savannah 
Volunteer Guatds in ’61, and went among tho 
earliest to the, field. This regiment, into 
which he entered as a lioutenant, was subse* 
quently merged into the 13th Georgia batial- 
ion, which was afterwards annexed to tne 
63:4 Georgia regiment. Ia this battle, by his 
bravery and devotion to duty, he arose to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel. Me fought all 
through the war, and in some of the hardest 
fonght actions, with great bravery and bril- 
lianey, apd Ss Was highly compli. 
mented by his commanding officer for his 
courage and ability. When tho war was over 
he resumed the practice of law in SylV¢ania, 
aud in the dark, trying years that foliowed, 
his voice rang ont in fervid and patriotic elo- 
quence in defense of his stricken country. He 
was a delegate to the constitutional conven- 
tion of ’65, and took a prominent part in the 
workings of that memorable body. He was 
elected to the state senate from the 17th sena- 
torial district in 1874, and served out hig term 
with honor and distinction. In 1880 he was 
nominated by the congressional couventioa 
in Savannah as democratic candidate for 
congress in the first district of Georgia, andin 
November thereafter was elected. His 
career in congress, though brief, was hizhly 
honorable tohimself and satisfactory to his 
constituents, . 

On the— day of Marah, 1882, he was 
stricken down in Washington city with paral:

When well enouzhto be moved hs was 
brought to hie home in this place where he 
has resided ever since, Colonel Black was an 
able and prominent lawyer, and when practic: 
inz, his business was an extensive and lucra- 
tiveone, Although in an s#lmost helpless 
condition for the last four years of his life, yet 
he took a deep and absorbing interest in any 
public measure for the good of his 
town or county. He was a director of the 
Sylvania railroad, and did much towards aid- 
ing that enterprise in its infancy and in bring- 
ing it to ultimate completion. He was presi- 
dent at the time of his death of the Sylvaaia 
Academy company, and took a lively intere t 
in the workings of that institution. Colonel 
Black will be missed by the people of this 
county. Not to speak of that circle of crashed 
bearts, where he aiways commanded tho 
strongest love and affection, the loss of his 
femiliar form, his words of encouragement 
and advice, and his wise counsels, will leave 
an aching yoid in this community that will 
not soon be filled.

Hig FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

On the 10;b ot F-braary, 1884, most impress 
ive and beantiful services were held in [rinity 
eburch in this city in celebration of the 
rectors filfieth anniversary. The rites were 
solemn and appro.rate. [oat occasion was 
one '0)g to be reweubered by those who 
perticipated in or witnessed this most re- 
markable celebration. 8S» deep and universal 
was the iuterest manifested by the entire 
cotnmunity that long before the hour of ba- 
ginuipy the church was filied to the limit of 
it8 capacity, aud hunoreds, who were 
not able to obtain ad mission, 
crowded around the doors and 
windows. The services wore began by tho 
Rev. W,. Hi. Havckel, a son of the first rector 
ofthe parish. Tie lessons were read by the 
Rev. Etlison Capers, and the creed and pragersa 
pronounced by tne Rev. J. D. McCatiough. 
Che ante-commnunion service was said by tie 
Rev. C. C. Pinckney, D. D, the epiatle being 
read by the Rev B. B. Babbitt. Tae sermon 
wes preached by the Rev. Rubt. Wilson, D D,a 
‘-on-in-law of the decessed. Ths holy con 
munion was admivistered, the Rsv, Dr. Por- 
ter receiving the Oifertory. The Ray, 
Dr. Pinckney said the rest of the servive, ex- 
cept the prayer of consecration, which was 
said by the veneravle rec'cr himself, who 
also sdministered to the cierzy. In the dis- 
tribation of laity, the Rev. Dr,. Wilson aai 
the Rev. J. D McCullough 
acministered the pater, and the Revs. Wil- 
liam H. Hanckel and Thomas F. Gadsden tae 
cup. Thenumber of communicants receiving 
was very large, and they as well as theim-: 
meuse throng of visitersa were deeply moved 
by the so.empnity of the exercises. Oa ihis 
occasion the lamenied rector was present aad 
he was the cynosure ofaileyss. Tae calebra- 
ted ‘Temple Quartette” of Boston, was special 
ly engaged toassist inthe music. Afcer a 
most chaste, feroid and patheti« discourse by 
Dr. Wilson, the Rev. Eilison Capers read Dr. 
Shano’s address. Tais contwned a history of 
his ministry and a record of the trausactions 
ofthe church. The following extracts will 
show what manner of man he was:

A BISHOP'S PRAISE 

Bishop Howe, in referriog to Dr. Shand’s 
long service, said, three years ago: “Other 
c @rgymen bave remuived as long in charge of 
ope parish, but pone, to my knowledge, has 
been Jay reader, deacon and priest, ail in one 
church, fifty years” [tis dvubtfal whether 
in the history of the church there is recorded 
one example of a minister servioga charge 
continuous/y for fifty three years. Dr Shand 
was therefore in this regard at least the most 
remarkable of sll preachers. But he was re- 
markable in other respects. The pions 
and learned bishop, himself one of the loft- 
iest types of the churchman, thus speaks re- 
garding the deceased: 

“To my mind the norma! and purest type of a 
Cc ergyman of tbe Augiican Church is not found ta 
the evanyel'stor preacher, «r in tne successful 
administrator, bot in the faiihful parish priest, 
wo bas care of scu's. and who kuows bis parish- 
loners as a shepherd knows his sheep. Tne popi- 
jatity ofthe brilliant p e.cher easily wanes, out 
the paster who remaius long years with 
his people, Why is with them 
in theirro:;ows, and when contagious § Ckuss> 
overshadows their homes, is long enshrined ia 
their hearts iberearetwo very beautiful puor- 
treitures in English iileratureof the gooi pérish 
priest, very famillarto you. Vhe one is of the 
fourteenth century, the other four cen:uries lst-r.”’ 
Tbe bishop has io his mind the mouk, the frere, 
the pardover, in Chaucer s ‘Canterbury Pilgrim 
vg: asthe entigne likeness; aud nealso has liu 
view Goldsmith's fami'iar picture of the parison 
clergymau. Then, es ifmaking «a personal apollt- 
caiion of these comparisons to tne subject of tnis 
. bituary sxetch, the eloquent bishop proceeds to 
sxy: “Now it seems to me that the chief charm in 
both oftbere beantiful pictures of the genutue 
parish clergyma lies here; thatin as far as they 
are true they are bumble copies of that arche- 
typal humav life lived by our Lord nileteen cea- 
turies ego, whore inspiration is expessed in tne 
words, *‘He went sbout-doiog geod,’ It did not 

draw anything to imwelt, but weut out ia benedic- 
en of Oothere—and such lives the world caa iil 


efiurd to have «.u neosed.”’ 


tHe VesTRY RECORDS, 

The records of the vestry show that Dr. 
Sbhend preached ucward of 5000 sermons, to 
say nothing of his addresses sud lectures at 
wetk-dey meetings. From the date of Janu 
uary 26, 1834. to the termination of the war, 
in 1865, he baptized 598 chicfly infauts aud 
children; presented 220 fur confirmation; 
married 165 and bur'ted sixty-five; making, in 
aj], 1.326 persone. These statistics are copied 
from the “Parish Register.” 

Dr. Wilson, the scnolarly sonin-law of 
the lementd reotor, has writtea a 
most interesting eketch of old Trinity caurch 
He tells how, on the 17th of February, 1565 
when Shermen’s men were ia possession of 
Columbia, the church was octupied by rade 
soldiery, who injured the organ, destroyed the 
prayer books and removed the slab from the 
marble altar in the vain search forloot. The 
rectory was protected by a gaard, who saved 
it from the incendiary attempts of the soldiers. 
Late ip the night theeven then veuerab @ rece 
tor and bis family were forced to leave the 
bouee, shelteriess under the bitter 
wipter sky, and the rectory was completely 
destroyed with ali its contents Of the hard- 
thips endured by Dr Shandon this occasion 
thus mention is made: A large trunk was 
wrested from bimin which were the «ilver 
service of the church and a namber of ser. 
mons bestily gathered without selection. The 
stiver bas never been beard of since, a'snougn 
every «fort wes made to recover it. Three 
days later the empty trunk Was fuand and 
«ane of the sermons were picked up in the 
. A few years ago Jr. Shand’s physical 
strength began to wane, but there was no 
éimiputien in bis religious energies, no dim- 
wing of bie fervid pievy. His voice lost mus”

Mr. Harrison's Attorney. 

Mr. Harrell, of Webster, has been quite 
vigilant in the courts and in the legislatare, 
since the legislature convened, in behalf of 
his client. 

His attitude towards the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad has been such as to 
ereate comment from various sonrees, and 
we will soon lay before our readers some 
facts in regard to the recent suit, and other 
questions pending in the lobby of the last 
legislature, more startling in their nature 
than anything we have heard of since the 
days of radical legislatioa in this state. It 
is Gue to the good name of our state to ex- 
pore such rascality as comes to us from a re- 
liable source. In addition to what we ex- 
pect to show— we call the attention of mem- 
bers of the legislature to the fact that Mr. 
Harrison states that Mr. Harrellis his attor- 
ney—and we are informed that Mr. Harrell 
does not deny it. The authorities of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad also say 
that they could get rid of this objection to 
the settlement made by the last legislature if 
they would agree to pay certain fees. They 
have declined to do so, and have acted wise- 
by in our opinion. 

Our readers will recollect the lobby that 
was working the last legislature ostensibly 
im behalf of Georgia material against oolitic 
limestone for the tew capitol. Some of the

were officials of the state, among whom was 
a judge of the superior court, who received

barrassed by law suits, and by bills and res- 
olutions, and it is told now that it can have 
peace by paying for it. 

The attorney general of the state has de- 
clared most positively several times on the 
constitutionality of the settlement made by 
the tast legislature, and says now there is no 
doubt about it. The last legislature, by a 
large msjority, indors:d it. Governor Mc- 
Daniel, who is considered one of the foremost 
of constitutional lawyers in this state, has 
very careful)y considered not only the equi- 
ties of the settlement, but the law pertain- 
Bag to it. 

It is, therefore, proper to find out what is 
at the bottom of this continued agitation.

The final settlement between the mill- 
ewners and the striking operatives is enthu- 
siastically received in Augusta, as it should 
be. The basis of settlement is very simple—

Proposed and eccepted long ago must remain 
amervel. The terme of the settlement pro- 
vide that the pass-system shall be abolished: 
that no former employe shall be deprived ot 
work on account of his connection with the 
Knights of Labor, or with the recent strike, 
and no member ot the order shall discrimi- 
mate against any employes that do not 
belong to the Knights of Labor: that the 
mill men shal] remit rent due them during 
the strike; that all difficulties shall hereafter 
be settled by the arbitration to be composed 
of two mil! presidents and two employes, 
and it no agreement can be reached the com- 
mittee is to select an umpire—the operatives 
sentinuing at work pending the adjustment 
of differences; that if an employe is dis 
sha ged for cause, the position or machine of 
such employe shall not be boycotted; and 
that the mills shall begin work next Mon-

marvel that it has not been adopted betore. 
There is no a}lusion in all this to the original 
eanse of the strike. By a very happy stroke 
thie bas been entirely eliminated from the 
eopirover+y. The operatives, it will be re- 
membered, struck for an advance of wages.

They bave lost thonsands and thoa- 
sands of dollars in the shape of wages, to say 
nothing of the loss that has acerued from the 
idle machinery; and after all the loss, they 
bave gone back to work on a basis of settle- 
ment that ought to have suggested itself at 
the very outset. 

This result ought to convince the Kuights 
of Labor in Angasta, as well as e'sswhere, 
that reason and common sense are much bet- 
ter weapons than strikes. — 

How Pefeat Was Averted. 

The maxim that in politics it is the unex- 
pected which occurs finds a striking applica 
tion in the result of last Tuesday’s election. 
The reduction of a democratic majority of 
forty-five in the house of representatives to 
ten or twelve would of itself bea sufficient 
surprise to make the election a notable one. 
But the mest remarkable thing about the 
electien is the locality of the losses and the 
gains of the democratic and republican par- 
ties. Hadnot the democrats in hopelessly 
republican states rallied and gained unpre- 
cedented victories their party would have 
suffered a severe defeat. Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, Massachusetts and 
Colorado have been considered about as pro- 
nounced republican states as any to be found 
in the union. Yet these very states pre- 
vented the republicans from gaining a de- 
cisive victory last Tuesday. The democrats 
who had there been beaten time and time 
again, and who had every reason to believe 
that they were in a hopeless minority, made 
a brilliant and plucky fight which won not 
only a lecal victory, but a victory for their 
party throughout the country. The brave 
democrats who have held. to the faith so 
steadfastly under continuous defeats at last 
toseeittriumph at a critical jancture in 
the fortunes of their party, deserve the higt- 
est praise. On the other hand, some of the 
democratic strongholds have been lost by 
inexcusable negligence and by miserable 
party policy. Virginia isthe most conspic- 
nous field of democraticdisaster. Itappears 
that the party in that state is in very bad 
shape. 

It was by reason of weak leadership and 
internal dissensions that the loss of five 
democratic congressmen was sustained io 
Virginia. Thestate was brought out from 
under the yoke of Mahoneism by the execu- 
tive ability of a democratic leader who was 
thrown overboard when the legislature came 
to choose a United States senator last win- 
ter. With their incompetent leaders and 
their petty fends, the Virginia democrats 
were easy victims to the well directed 
attack of the party of the minority in that 
state. The reverses in Indiana were due to 
causes very similar to those which operated 
so disastrously in Virginia. One or two 
more such democratic states, would have 
swamped the party at the recent election. 

Thanks to the democrats in republican 
states that calamity was averted. The next 
house is certainly democratic by a majority 
ranging from ten to fourteen. 

This narrow escape from defeat will be a 
blessing if its meaning is properly appreciated 
by the democrats. To several so-called 
democratic states, this lesson has a special 
application.

In old times the Vandals, Goths and Huas 
started from the boundless plains of Russia 
aud Tartary, and overwhelmed Europe, fin- 
ally placing Theodoric on the throne of the 
Cresars. 


History repeats. Europe today dreads 
Cossack domination more than anything 
eke. ‘The world is just beginning te appre- 
ciate the vast potentialities locked up ia 
this mighty empire. 

Russia has inexhaustible resources. Her 
territory extends 6,000 miles in one direc- 
tion and 2,000 miles in another. She has 
swallowed up, absorbed 100 different na- 
tions. She already owns one quarter of all 
the land on both hemispheres. Her peace 
army is 820,000 men, and in war times she 
can press 4,000,000 young men into service. 

The crops and products of this wonderfal 
country are principally cereals, flax, cattle, 
sheep and wool. The methods of agricul- 
ture are backward. The farmers live in 
comfortable log houses. Over 70,000,000 
people are housed in this way. Scattered 
over the empire amid these log huts rise the 
gilded domes of magnificent churches. There 
are 40,000 of these edifices, aud the cost of 
one of them is greater than that of the resi- 
dences of 100,000 of the common people, 
In the support of these churches the re- 
sources of Kassia have been wasted for cen- 
turies, 

Within the past two decades Rassia has 
made tremendous strides in civilization. 
Her literature is attracting the attention of 
the world. Her industrial growth has been 
immense. A system of railroads interlace 
her territory. Six hundred steamboats 
traverse 2,000 miles of the Volga river. Her 
canals link her with the commerce of all 
nations. What is needed is a frontiergdn 
the Adriatic, and the free navigation of the 
Bosphorus and the Golden Horn. To obtain 
all this she may have to fight Europe. She 
may even pow be able to wage such a con- 
test successfully. If not now, she will nut 
have to bide her time much longer. 

Peopled by a heroic race, with all the ele- 
ments of wealth in her soil, and with a cli- 
mate ranging from that of the frozen zone 'o 
almost tropical warmth, the domaia of the 
Cossack isa land of vast possibilities and of 
magnificent surprises. When Russia once 
makes up ber mind to hegin a decisive strag- 
gie for the mastery of Earope the tread of 
swarming legions will shake the great globe 
iteelf, and the clash of arms will resound 
throughout the world, Just when the con- 
flict will come no one can tell, It is enough 
to know that it is inevitable. 


The Lowell-Hawthorne Dispute. 

While it is, of course, impossib'e for any 
right thinking newspaper man to approve or 
even palliate the course of Mr. Jalian Haw- 
thorue in his recently publiesbed reportof an 
interview with Mr. James Russell Lowell, 
nevertheless it is dificult to account tor tse 
det ply lacerated feelings ot Mr.@owell. If, 
as Life, the humorous weekly, puts it, Mr. 
Hewthborne had divn'ged in his report some

Now, to an ordinary person, Mr. Lowell’s 
protests, and the protests that have appeared 
in the columns of some of our esteemed con- 
tem are nothing more nor less than 
exaggerations. They have made a range of 
mountains out ot a mole hill. Mr, Haw- 
thorne is not by any means the criminal he 
is made out tobe. He has committed an 
error of judgment, which, such as it is, has 
been committed thousands of times by the 
prc fessional journalists of the metropolis 
without setting the whole country by the 
ears. 

Mr, Lowellisa public man—a man in 
whose views and opinions the people are sup- 

to have some interest. He complains 
that Mr. Hawthorne violated hospitality 
by reporting private conversation. This is 
true, but it isto be borne in mind that, if 
the injury resulting from the publication of 
Mr. Lowell’s conversation is irreparable, or 
even serious, it is because the conversation 
itself was injudicious. Why should a gen- 
tleman beariog Mr. Lowell’s relations to the 
publie indulge in gossip and remarks in pri- 
vate which he is anxious to disclaimand dis- 
own in public? 

Thereare two sides to this interesting 
question. If it isunprofessioual for a news- 
paper reporter to print private conversations, 
itis injudicious for a gentleman to indulge 
in gossip and remarks which he could not de- 
fend and verify in print—especially a gentle- 
man of Mr. Lowell’s standing and reputa- 
tion. This will be the verdict of the public 
in all such cases. sak 


The Paralysis of Chivalry. 

Some of onr northern contemporaries are 
making merry over the embarrassing predic- 
ament of Mr. Gonzales, of Columbia, South 
Carolina, 

It seems that in the course of a quarrel of 
long-standing Mr. Gonzales was challenged 
by Mr. Robertson. As Mr. Gonzales was 
under heavy bonds to keep the peace he de- 
clizved to accompany his enemy to the field 
of honor, and was forthwith posted by the 
challenger as a coward. 

Under the circumstances Mr. Gonzales 
had a right to feel aggrieved.

Instead of meeting Mr. Gonzales on_ this 
half-way ground Mr. Robertson posted him. 

One of cur contemporaries suggests that 
the South Carolina legislatare should frame 
a statute for the benefit of citizens who are 
caught in the awkward fix of Mr. Gonzales, 
but this is of course. out of the question. 
Nothing more effectually extinguishes chiv- 
alry then a bond to keep the peace.

WAS L¥ THE DEVIL? 


A Wonderfal Occurrence in a Parish Chureh 
in the Sixteenth Century. 
From Chambers’s Journal. 


Whether it was owing to the improved 
mesns of spreading intelligence afferded by the 
invention of printing, or to the excitement of 
men’s mirds consequent upon the political and 
social events: of the time, the sixteepth century 
was prolific in stories of worderiul sights in the 
heavens and on the earth, Of the many marvel- 
ous accounts then circuiaied, we select the follow- 
ing, which forms the subject of a tract by Abraham 
Fleming, and purperts to have been taken from 
the evidence of eye-witnesses. The account is 
titled ‘‘A Straunge and Terrible Wonder wrought 
very Jate inthe Parish Church ot Bungay—namely, 
the fourth of this August in the yeere of Our Lord 
1577 * * with the appearance of an horrible shaped 
thing sensibly perceived by the peoplethen and 
there essembled.’’ The accountis couched in terms 
appropriate to the solemnity of a special manifes- 
tation from the spiritual world, and iejaterspersed 
with ¢jaculationsex pressive of the awe which filled 
the people’: minds at their witnessing the oecur- 
rences described, but theipeidents, briefly told, 
areas follows: A siorm of extraordinary fary was 
raging whilethe Congregation was assembled at 
civine service; rain came down likea deluge, 
lightning flashed and thunder pealed, so that not 
only dumb creatures were disquieted, but “sense- 
lers things void ofall iifeand feeling shook and 
trembled,” iu other words, the fabric and furoiture 
othe building were shaken by the violence of the 
) torm. 

While the tempest was at ite heic ht, a visitor from 
the lower regions, a8 &@ narrator evidently believer, 
made his appearance in the midstof the cor.» 
gregation in the form, ‘as they might discern 
i.” 8.4 @e. @ 64 - Wash ecober; 
‘the sight whereof, together witn tne fearful 
flesbes of fe which then were seene, moved such 
admiration in the mindes ofthe aswsembile that 
they thought doome’s-day was already eome.” 
The “Evil Une in such a likuesse’’ ran with extra- 
ordinary speed down the body of the church 
amongithe people. Passing betweentwo persons 
who were on their knees apparently euagaged in 
prayer, he wrung the necks of bothofthemia an 
instant, sothetthey died where they kaelt. As 
he passed by snother manhe “gave himsuch a 
gripe on the beck ihat therewithal he was pres- 
entiy Grawen togitherand shrank up as it werea 
pheeor lether scorched in a hot fire; oras the 
mouth ofa purse or bag Grawntogither with a 
stiing.’’ This wan, however, did not die. Mean- 
while the parish clerk, who was cleaniug out the 
gutter of the church, also saw the ‘‘horrible-shaped 
thing,’ and was struck tothe ground with a vio- 
lent clap of thunder, but beyond his fall was not 
harmed. The stones of the church and the church 
door, on being afterwards examined, bore evi- 
dence of the power of the demon in the marks of 
his claws or talons; and all the wires, the wheels, 
and other things belonging to the ciock were 
wrung in tunder and broken in pleces. 

A similar occurrence is stated to have been wit- 
nessed the same day at Biibery, a village seven 
milesfrom Bungay. In this case the demon piant- 
ed himself upon the rood-lott, from which be tlaug 
himself down intothe church, and after killing 
two men and a lad, and burning the hand of aa- 
o'h r person, few out ofthe church ‘ia a hideous 
likeness."’ 

Before dismissing this story as a fable, bred of 
the imaginat‘on of people terror-stricken by. the 
storm, let us com pare it with the account of an oc- 
currence which took place on Maivern Hills the 
fis of Jaly, 1826, A party had taken refuge in an 
non roofed hut from an impendiog storm, and 
were aboutto partake of refreshment waean me 
s'ormcemeon. A gonileman who was standiag 
wt the eastera entrance—the storm had came from 
the west-—saw what seemed to himtobe a bail of 
fire moving along the surface of tue ground. It 
came Op and entered the hot,for ing him, as it did 
60, FOVETE) paces forward irom whe dooway. An 
txpideion followed, Gescribed by the iahab:- 
iaLis «f the village at the foot ot tne 
hiil (Great Malvern) as terrific. On

Mr. Rush was near the iaterse>- 
tion of Pryor sireet and Georgia avenue, aid, 

according to his stavement, the assault ws 
made upon bim when he was within two 
hundred yards of his homo. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Rash wa: 
walking along Peters treet, on: 

with a long water plug key in hi; 
Two white boys and a small negro boy 
me Tolling hoops down tho sidewaik and the 
negro boy ran against the key. At that time 
it was not thought that the c ‘ld was hurt, 
but A few days later he died, 
and his death was declared _ to 
have been tho result of the blow inflicted 
with the key. The coroner’sjury, after hear- 
ing the evidence, became satisfied that the 
hick wae ap accident, bat the negroes declared 
that it was intentional. Sinco that time Mr. 
Rush has received several warnings. He was 
informed that the negroes had threatened to 
kill him whea the first opportanity presented 
iteelf, and he is of the opiuion that the assaals 
was made upon him by negroes wh0 want to 
avenge the accidental death of the boy. 

Mr. Rusa saye: “You know I killed a small 
negro boy about two months ago with a plumb- 
ers key. The boy was roiling a hoop on Pe- 
ters street and ran into the key, Tae whole 
thing was an accident, and both the coroner's 
jury and the grand jury exonorated me from 
apy blame. The negroes said it was murder, 
and I heard from time to time that threats of 
vengeance were being made, and I have been 
repeatedly warned by friends that my life 
was in danger. I did not think very much 
about it, but atthesametime I kepta close 
watchand went armed in doubtful places. 
Last night Iwascaaght napping. I at first 
thought that robbery was the motive, but I 
believe now that it was a gang of negroes who 
ee kill me because that httle boy was 

iiled.” 

The police will investigate the affair, and 
may probably furnish some other factain a 
few days. 


A Blind Horse and a Blind Male.
